problem. The fact is that I, as a 
Jew, am and of right ought to be 
no more of a problem than any 
other human being. To be sure, the 
whole human race is an awful prob- 
lem and I, the Jew, am nothing 
special. 
All in all, when I take myself 
apart, I discover that I am like 
everybody else. My faults are all 
the faults of the human kind and 
my few virtues are of the common 
fund of human virtues.

2 Conventions Show Strength of Lodge, Sisterhoods 


Two of Indiana’s most influential and signifi- 
cant Jewish organizations, the B’nai B’rith and 


‘the Indiana State Federation of Temple Sister- 


hoods, will in a few days in their annual con- 
ventions evidence again the successful fulfillment 
of their particular share of the work of the Jewish 
community of our State, 


The complete programs of both groups, pub- 
lished elsewhere in this paper, indicate the scope 
of the achievements of the groups, and the ele- 
mental nature of the work being done. 


Although other States and other localities may 
boast fruitful and effective B’nai B’rith work, it 


is well worth the chance of contradiction to say 
that in no State is B’nai B’rith as strong and 
alert to its responsibilities as in Indiana. 

Although Temple Sisterhoods dot the nation like 
pins cluttered on a map, the Indiana Federation 
has earned the highest respect and warmest con- 
gratulations from national headquarters for the 
way in which it has fulfilled its appointed tasks. 

The Indiana Jewish community has many 
achievements for which it has earned national 
recognition, but all of these in almost one way or 
another are tied up with the work of either the 
B’nai B’rith or the Temple Sisterhoods or their 
leaders. 


I. H. C. Enrolls Forty New Members 


Enrolling of forty new members by the Indian- 
apolis Hebrew Congregation as announced in the 
Temple Bulletin this week must indicate a simi- 
lar response to solicitation throughout Indiana. A 
Jew’s first allegiance, notwithstanding every other 
argument, is to his synagogue, and it is becoming 
to be agcepted more and more as a statement of 
fact that other organizations cannot exist and 
have little reason for existence without the flour- 
ishing of the basis and root of all Jewish life— 
the synagogue. 

Temple comes first, is a statement which brooks 


no contradiction. And for those who would search 
for some sign of weakness in this return to the 
synagogue, let it be pointed out that the congrega- 
tion of today, with its courageous and out-spoken 
rabbinate, is just as concerned with social progress, 
with equality of opportunity, and with social jus- 
tice, as any political group or any civic-minded 
organization. 

The synagogue today is embarked on the road 
toward the ideal of the prophets just as in the 
time when what progress there was towards a finer 
civilization followed in the wake of the prophetic 
men of Israel.

In arranging. affairs of state-wide significance, 
organization leaders throughout Indiana might do 
well to consult The Jewish Post’s “Date Clearance 
Bureau.” Although the bureau is established for 
Indianapolis affairs alone, it certainly is advisable 
to avoid such conflicts as that of the two State 
conventions this week-end, and the appearance of 
Vincent Sheean at the opening of the Kirshbaum 


“Forum this Sunday night. Some who might other- 


wise attend these two conventions are staying in 
Indianapolis in order to hear the famous war cor- 
respondent and author. But even those who plan 
to attend the two conventions will regret their in- 


ability to hear Mr. Sheean. 

As soon as any affair is scheduled and the date 
is telephoned to The Post’s office, it is listed in 
the bureau. Although The Post does not presume 
to control organizations in arranging their affairs, 
it certainly is true that no organization wishes to 
schedule an affair knowing that it will have com- 
petition from another group for attendance. In 
this way, the bureau acts effectively to avoid con- 
flicts. Organizations throughout Indiana, in ar- 
ranging affairs which they feel may attract at- 
tendance from other communities are invited to 
use the date clearance bureau. 


Chaplin Film Showing Pogroms, Ghettoes Applauded

NEW YORK—Marked by the breaking of two 


precedents, Charlie Chaplin’s long-awaited film 
lampoon of Chancellor Adolf Hitler, “The Great 
Dictator,” opened Tuesday night at the Astor and 
Capitol theaters before distinguished and enthusi- 
astic audiences. 

Speaking in a film for the first time in his long 
career, the famous comedian, in the climactic 
scene, virtually steps out of character to voice 
what is obviously a personal and long-nurtured 
plea for a return to sanity and tolerance by a 
world ridden by war and hate. 

The appeal, delivered in impassioned tones that 
startled an audience which had hardly become ac- 
customed to the clipped, somewhat British- 
accented voice of the hitherto silent actor, brought 
a spontaneous burst of applause. 

In the film Chaplin, who is of Jewish parentage, 
plays a dua] role, that of a Jewish barber and 
Adenoid Hynkel, dictator of Tomania, The barber 
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land of Osterlich, affording the barber-dictator 
his opportunity to speak his mind. 

Many of the scenes are laid in the city’s ghetto 
and a central theme running throughout the film 
is the dictator’s insane persecution of the Jews. 
A number of the scenes are concerned with 
“spontaneous” pogroms. Paulette Goddard plays 
the part of a girl of the ghetto. 


A notable achievement of Chaplin’s is the fidel- 
ity with which he has reproduced the psychopathic 
frenzy of Hitler’s oratory and the very tone and 
inflection of his voice. Other notorious Nazi char- 
acters lampooned in the film are Propaganda 
Minister Goebbels, who emerges as Herr Gar- 
bitsch, and Marshal Goering, who becomes Herr 
Herring. In the latter part of the picture Hynkel 
is joined by Benzino Napoloni, dictator of Bac- 
teria, a -caricature of Mussolini, played by Jack 
Oakie. Another important role is carried by the 
famous Yiddish actor, Maurice Moscovich, who
